Seek Neutral Power 
To Make Peace Move 


Moscow, Sept. 30 (AP)—The next 
step of the new' Moscow-Berlin axis 
was expected today to be a search 
for a neutral power which would 
place its "peace or else” proposal 
before G reat Britain and France. 
The United States was mentioned 
in some circles, but a request th at 
it mediate generally was considered 
unlikely 
because 
Germany 
and 
Soviet Russia were believed to fear 
a rebuff by Washington. 
Neutral diplomatic quarters ex­ 
pressed belief Britain and France 
would feel the pressure of agree­ 
m ents which made Germ any and 
Russia neighbors with a common 
border in conquered Poland, assured 
Germany of Russian support In raw 
m aterials and hinted at “necessary 
measures’’ by Russia if the western 
allies spurn an offer of peace with 
Germany. 
Unless Britain and France show 
an about-face on their war aims, 
which include reconstitution of Po­ 
land, these sources said, rapid de­ 
terioration is possible in relations 
of Moscow’ and London and Parts.

Paper Hints Britain 
Hoes Not Seek to Keep 
Russia Out of Poland 


London, Sept 30 ( AP*—The Lon­ 
don Times, which often foretells the 
course of British policy, today h in t­ 
ed that the government's war aim s 
do not necessarily include restora­ 
tion to Poland of her territory now 
occupied by Russia. 
While asserting "there can bf’ no 
peace with Hitler,” the Times said 
British relations with Stalin ‘will be 
decided by events.” It said the latest 
Russian-Germ an line “restricts the 
Russian share of ethnic Poland.” 
"Russia takes over in the m ain 
white Russians and Ukrainians,” the 
paper 
continued 
“Germ any 
ac­ 
quires additional territory with a 
population indubitably Polish and 
seeks to enlarge the now m iscellane­ 
ous reich with lands whose claim to 
liberty and independence is abso­ 
lute.”

The quiet on the western front 
persisted today at the end of the 
fourth week of the B ritish-French 
war against Germany. 
Diplomatic activity, however, pro­ 
ceeded at high speed in the wake of 
the 
nazi-communist 
partition 
of 
Poland and agreement to try to 
compel Britain and France to forget 
that nation and their war against 
Germany, 
Great Britain and France appear­ 
ed preparing to rebuff the peace 
maneuver but Italy stood by G er­ 
many and Soviet Russia. 
Turkey, caught between ties with 
Russia 
and 
the 
B ritish-French 
allies, was reported to have notified 
Britain and France her m utual as­ 
sistance obligations to them w’ould 
be annulled if they went to war 
with the soviet union 
On the western front the French 
high 
command 
announced 
there 
had been “a night without incident” 
though patrols were active east of 
the Saar river. 
Reviews French Campaign 
The French campaign was re ­ 
viewed by Premier Daladier in a 
“strategic conference’’ with army, 
navy and air force leaders 
The Germah high command noted 
only “a lit?Ie livelier artillery activ­ 
ity” in the west; in the east it said 
369 officers and about 5,000 men had 
surrendered after the capitulation 
of Modlin.

“War” Among Statesm en 
The war in Europe, so strangely 
unlike the devastating conflict which 
everybody dreaded a m onth ago, 
seemed today to have returned to the 
political front with tile pronuncia­ 
mentos of statem en booming ever 
more loudly than the big guns. 
Save on the high seas where raid­ 
ing submarines preyed on shipping, 
there was little fighting. The west­ 
ern front was ominously quiet. Con­ 
quered Poland was quiet. 
The first month of the war has 
virtually passed and the Jockeying 
still goes on, with Italy’s status as 
a neutral unchanged and Turkey s 
still a m atter of speculation. 
Turkey, it was reported reliably 
in Ankara today, has notified G reat 
Britain and France her m utual as­ 
sistance obligations to them would 
be annulled if the allies became in­ 
volved in war with Russia 
T hat would close the Dardanelles 
to the allies, preventing them, should 
future changes warrant, from mov 
lag either troops or supplies east­ 
ward. 
With Turkey neutral and 
Italy likely to remain neutral the 
war, if it is to go on, would be cml* 
fined to the western front — to the 
two great barriers France and G er­ 
many have erected. 
At Castel Gandolfo Pope Pius XII 
received a delegation of Poles today, 
consoling them on the lass of their 
country. 
Certainly there was no reason to 
suspect Russia would surrender her 
gains of the past m onth — her re­ 
covery of territory th at was Russian 
before the World war and her new 
and strengthened position iii Hie 
Bai tic.

Judge W. C, Sheely handed down 
written opinions in two pending 
cases in common pleas court and one 
in the court of quarter sessions at 
a session of court in Judicial cham ­ 
bers this morning from IO ociock 
until noon. 
The opinion in quarter sessions 
was filed on a motion to quash an 
information against Clarence 
W. 
Epley, Jr., Gettysburg, 
who 
was 
charged last July by a state motor 
policeman 
from 
Gettysburg 
with 
driving on the Lincoln highway at 
night with only parking lights burn­ 
ing. 
Defense attorneys had attem pted 
to have the information set aside on 
the grounds that is listed no offense 
under the state vehicle code, failed 


the time and place of the occur­ 
rence of the alleged offense and oth­ 
er technical defects. 
In sustaining the information and 
refusing the motion to quash the 
court directed the district attorney 
to call the defendant into court for 
a hearing on the merits of the case. 
In his opinion Judge Sheely wrote in 
p a rt: 
“Tile information filed could .un­ 
doubtedly bo improved upon, but the 
courts have held that a justice of 
the peace, not being learned In the 
law, cannot be held to the technical 
niceties of pleading and that an in­ 
formation in summary proceeding 
will be held sufficient lf it gives the

Differences in color 
preferences 
over a period of time and in differ­ 
ent sections make it necessary for 
color experts to study fashion trends, 
so as to anticipate changing de­ 
mand. 
Out in front each year Is black, 
about 30 per cent of the motorists 
preferring it. 
This choice varies 
widely, however. 
More than 40 per 
cent of New England drivers select 
black cars and only 16 per cent of 
the motorists in the Southwest. 
Blues and greys come next as the 
nation's favorite automobile colors, 
being chosen respectively by approxi­ 
mately 25 per cent and 20 per cent 
of the drivers. Green follows in the 
preference list with 14 per cent, 
trailed by brown and maroon with 
about five per cent each. 
Adjacent sections frequently dis­ 
play diverse tastes. 
Light hues pre­ 
dominate in California, while W ash­ 
ington and Oregon go in for dark 
tones. 
Blue is No I choice in the 
prairie states, although black tops 
ihat color in the states immediately 
to the east.

Baumann, an old friend, who went out there to spend two weeks, 
but when he looked upon the beauty and peacefulness of the country, 
he decided to stay ten years oi so — which he has done. 
Here in this quaint and lovely old town — one of the oldest, if not 
the very oldest, on the North American continent, he built him a small, 
artistic home and a studio in which to devote his unusual talent for 
wood engraving. He also has created some of the most beautiful designs 
I have ever seen — simply from gourds that he has shaped and modelled 
into many varieties of birds adding a little here and (here to bring out 
Character and color. 
But the art to which he has devoted a life-tim e Is th a t of cutting 
the beauties of nature into wood-blocks from which he p rin ts the most 
beautiful art of its kind th a t I have ever seen. 
Today I received from 
him a group that I selected when at his studio. 
No one in the world I 
believe does anything in wood blocks so colorfully beautiful. 
In design, 
color, and drawing, they are as nearly perfect as art of th is kind can 
be. 
His compositions are astoundingly simple and true — each one em- 
tiodying the soul of both the ariist and the scene taken from N ature itself. 
In these prints you see the spirit of the thing portrayed. 
He knows 
his G rand Canyon, hts quaint Indian huts, and his forest. 
The print 
depicting the famous redwoods of California is full of sim ple dram a and 
ageless nobility. 
For 30 years I have adm ired and loved the woodcut prints of Gustave 
Baumann, for he has worked sincerely and with a love of beauty in his 
heart. And so, when this lot w'as opened1, I felt a thrill of joy pass through 
me _ like walking suddenly into a beautiful, fertile valley of flowers, 
alter coming out lrom a desert country. 
I never tire from showing the work of this gifted artist to my friends, 
and I am glad th a t America can claim him as its own. 
But he Is just as 
genuine a friend as he Ls an artist. 
May he live long and prosper, and 
give to the world the product of his genius!

POW ERS S E E K

Budapest, Sept. 30 (AP)—Europe's 
great rival powers todnv pressed 
determined efforts on many fronts 
to win the friendship and economic 
assistance 
of 
the 
small 
neutral 
nations of the southeast. 
A 
Germon 
economic 
mission, 
.seeking ways to increase the flow 
of vital supplies to the warring 
reich, arrived in Budapest to conter 
with Hungarian officials. 
It is ex­ 
pected to remain at least two days. 
In Athens it was announced that 
King George II had received in 
audience British naval, m ilitary and 
air attaches, The purpose of these 
talks remained a secret. 
From diplomatic circles in Ankara 
came reports th at Turkey was pre­ 
pared to sign mutual assistance and 
economic agreements with Britain 
and France. 
The texts of the agreem ents a l­ 
ready had been drafted, these re­ 
ports said, and awaited the signa­ 
ture of Turkish Foreign Minister 
Sukru Saracoglu upon his return 
from Moscow, 
(Soviet Russian-Turkish talks at 
Moscow were unofficially reported 
to turn on Russian dem ands for 
partial control of the Dardanelles, 
vital gateway to the Black sea. The 
Dardanelles lie within Turkey.) 
Advices from Bucharest said Sar­ 
acoglu was expected to stop there 
on his way to Ankara to explain 
terms of a Black sea security pact 
which, it was said, had been ad ­ 
vanced by Soviet officials during his 
stay in Moscow. 
Responsible quarters in Ankara 
said that the new Soviet-Turkish 
pact, reported nearing completion, 
would In no way impair Turkey s 
ties with Fiance* und B ritain. 
In 
Rumania, tension 
over the 
diplomatic situation was increased 
by reports of the impending de­ 
parture of Bulgarian Prim e M in­ 
ister George Kiosseivanoff for Mos­ 
cow'. 
Bulgaria already has made 
dem ands for return of territory now 
held by Rumania. 
The Germ an economic mission 
now in Budapest apparently has 
been making a tour of w hat G er­ 
m any envisages as her "lebensraum ” 


(living space) in an effort to assure 
uninterrupted supplies of food, oil 
and other necessities in spite of the 
British blockade.

POPE CONSOLES 


POLISH PEOPLE 


Castol Gandolfo, Sept. 30 (AP) — 
Pope Pius XII gave his consolation 
today to the Polish people “in this 
frightful, tragic hour." 
“As you shed bitter tears for your 
dead.” the Pope told Polish resi­ 
dents of Rome in an audience, “re­ 
member that Poland is not going to 
die." 
He asked his listeners to place 
their trust in God, to look forward 
to the future with hope and, espe­ 
cially, to pray that Poles would not 
be deprived of the comforts of re­ 
ligion by "enemies of God.” 
August. Cardinal Hlond, primate of 
Poland, stood beside the Pope as he 
bestowed his apostolic blessing upon 
the Polish people. 
Many of those 
in the audience of 200. mostly priests 
and nuns, wept openly. 
When he finished "speaking, the 
Pope stepped down from his dais 
and stood in rapt attention as the 
gathering sang “may God Protect 
Poland," the hymn with which Poles 
have comforted themselves in pre­ 
vious partitions of their homeland 
by foreign powers. 
The Pope, who spoke in French, 
said the Polish people had lost their 
lives and goods before in the nation's 
long history, but declared there are 
riches which “are not kept in strong 
boxes but in the human heart.” 
“These you have never lost,” he 
said, “nor above all have the Polish 
people lost their fa ith ” 
He declared the Poles had de­ 
fended their soil with such courage 
they had won even the praise of 
their enemies.
